Gain, and Stock. The diagram further shows that the 
Loss and Gain account is closed into the Stock account, 
and that the Stock account is closed into the Balance 
account. 

All results finally reach the Balance account. This 
is the oecount that shows the financral standing of the 
business. Every amount on the debit side of ' ‘Bal¬ 
ance” represents a resource,and every one on the cred¬ 
it side represents a liability. The closing entry in this 
account is always the difference between the two sides 
and therefore represents the actual worth of the busi¬ 
ness.
